TIPPECANOES. 


ADOPT RINGING RESOLUTIONS 


CALLING FOR SUPPBESSION OF 


THE "HEDS." 


BAD SITUATION IS REVIEWED 


KEPOKT. WILL GO TO ALL IN- 


DIANA CONGRESSMEN. 


At a very largely attended meeting 


Wednesday evening the Tippecanoe 
club took pronounced stand in de- 
nouncing- the infamous doctrines of 
anarchy, which are responsible for 
the recent attempt upon tha life of 
President HcKinley, and demanded 
tho immediate suppression ot botu 
the doctrine and its adherents. 


Among the speakers were W. j?*. 


Doud, G. B. HcGoog-an. W. C. Goako 
and C. R. Lane, who voiced the uni- 
versal gratification at the encourag- 
ing news from the president's bed- 
side and discussed in all its phas-xi 
the deplorable situation which per- 
mitted the existence in America of an 
organization whose fruits were riot, 
assascination and enmity to all law. 


The club unanimously adopted the 


report of a committee composed of 
Messrs. C. R. Lane, E. L. Craw, W. E. 
Doud, W. T. Jeffries and Pay P. Ran- 
dall, which will be forwarded to all 
Indiana congressmen, and is as fol- 
lows: 


THE COMMITTEE'S REPORT. 
*;Be it resolved* The Tippecanoe 


club, in regular monthly session, in 
a 'business and social and in no sense 
partisan capacity, declares its full 
participation 
in 
the gratulation 


which fills every honest American 
patriot at the knowledge that our 
great president, William McKinley, 
has escaped death and thwarted the 
fiendish design of the assassin and 
his co-conspirators. 


**We declare our belief that prac- 


tically all the American people, irre- 
spective of party, creed or color, view 
with equal abhorrence, destation and 
strength with ourselves the murder- 
ous assault upon the president, and 
that only the depraved,, the degen- 
erate and the.fool fail to share in the 
general execration of the deed. 
"We 


denounce all such, whether avowed 
anarchists or not, as Ishmaelites, 
against whom every man's hand may 
be righteously raised, and as crea- 
tures without Tights that society is 
bound to respect, 


"To all such, 'Anathema.' 
"To all such, detection, public scorn, 


isolation, restraint and deportation 
beyond the borders of civilization. 
Having lapsed 
to savage 
type, 


though in the image of man, their 
proper habitat and rantge is a circum- 
scribed region of wild nature. There 
they can harm nothing except them- 
selves, and may merge into the 
reptilian condition to which they be- 
long. 


CZOLGOSZ A TOOL, 


"Analyzing the situation, we de- 


clare our belief that the mental en- 
dowment of the assassin is not such 
as to conclude that he designed an:l 
determined to make the assault with- 
out assistance from shrewder, abler 
and more responsible heads. 
The 


situation warrants the belief that the 
wretch under arrest was merely the 
tool of more cowardly and detestable 
persons, who cannot plead that they 
were not actuated in their promptings 
by malice against the man, but only 
against the American system, as 
does the prisoner, who has said that 
he had no desire to injure the presi- 
dent as a man, but only because he 
was the head of the government, nnd 
therefore stood for the system which 
his teachers had inspired him to hare 
and attack. 
The prisoner absolves 


the president, in the absence of law, 
of which he is merely the executive, 
from effort to restrict the license of 
speech or infringe the personal lib- 
erty of avowed anarchists, and there- 
fore he could not have been actuated 
by malice against the president's 
person. Americans with the logical 
powers of manhood, as distinct from 
the anarchist instinct of the savage 
beast or the venomous reptile, can 
draw only one conclusion, and that 
is this: 


"The attempt to kill the president 


was inspired by hatred of the Ameri- 
can system of government, anrl wis 
meant as an act of destruction of the 
American nation* 


"If that is not treason, what is it? 
"If it is not an act giving aid and 


comfiort to the enemies of the rei^ub- 
lic, what is itP 


"And if treason, why is there not 


already law to punish it, and pun- 
ishment to deter others of evil es- 
sence? 


"The absence of law for the pre- 


vention of such 
crime arises* no 


doubt, in answer to the last quaetion 
—from the fact that where such lib- 
erty exists as Americans enjoy tit has 
not1 been thought possible that 
America could breed the vicious* tyrood 


that is mothered by Emma Goldman 
and the libidinous pariahs of citizen- 
ship who constitute 
her following. 


All thought it an impossible 
con- 


tingency, but the potent error having 
so nearly cost the nation its most 
precious life, is now recognized.

tion is to state the duty of the hour.

Commander-in-Chief Rassieur, in a 
supplemental report to his animal ad- 
dress to the national convention of 
the Grand Army of the Re-public, 
made a sharp attack upon the officers 
of the pension bureau at Washington. 
He stated that since he had prepared 
his annual address he had seen the 
report of the pension committee and 
that it had made no recommendation 
AS to a remedy for the alleged exist- 
ing evils. He therefore urged that 
the committee be instructed to pre- 
pare charges against the pension com- 
mission and that these charges le 
presented to the president, asking for 
an investigation of the same. 


The national convention opened 


this morning at the Euclid avenue 
opera house with a large attendance. 
Intense interest was manifested by 
the delegates in the report of the 
committe on pensions, and it was 
generally believed that the conven- 
tion would take some radical action 
bearing on that subject. 


General Sickles offered a resolution 


at the opening of the proceedings ol 
the convention, tendering tothe presi 
dent the affectionate congratulations 
upon his rapid convalescence, for 
which all civilized nations pray. 


COmffANDEK'S KEPORT. 


The commander-m-chief. Leo 


sieur, devoted a -large part of his an- 
nual address to the matter of pen- 
sions. ' "Without

It may 
in time be proved that there was a 
conspiracy to kill the president and 
that Emma Goldman was one of *he 
arch conspriators, but there is no 
proof of it so far. It really begins to 
look as though the hue and cry after 
the anarchist queen, her discovery 
and arrest would result in a fiasco. 
If there was a plot, it was too care- 
fully planned, too cunningly hidden 
to be uncovered in the brief time that 
has elapsed since the president was 
shot. However, the diligence of the 
police all over the country in seeking 
evidence of a plot is serving to dis- 
cover many nests of anarchists and to 
bring the evil propagandists under 
police surveillance. That is an ad- 
mirable result if nothing more comes 
out of it. 
Preaching anarchy and 


plotting assassination will be much 
harder hereafter than heretofore for 
many years.

der the terms of the ordinance, print- 
ed in The Sentinel a few days ago, 
this contention has nothing whatever 
to do with the case. 
The ordinance 


prohibits the use of any foreign sub- 
stance whatever, whether of a dan- 
gerous character or not, in the milk. 
And l>r. Macbeth says he propose? 
to see that the law is obeyed.

Nathan Fouts. 
Frank Niccum. 
Mrs. Prank Niccum and her infant 


child. 


The victims were struck by Lake 


Erie train No. 23, going south, while 
crossing the track at what is known 
as Plora crossing. 
They had been 


attending the 
funeral 
of 
Joseph 


Pouts, an uncle of Nathan Pouts and 
Mrs, Niccum, who were brother and 
sister. The four persons were all in 
a single-seated buggy and were driv- 
ing just ahead of the hearse. When 
they reached the crossing and saw 
the train approaching they stopped, 
then started to cross the track ahead 
of the oncoming passenger train. The 
driver, Mr. Pouts, evidently became 
rattled and hesitated after driving 
onto the track. 


The horse had just 
cleared 
the 


track and their conveyance was fair- 
ly between the rails when the engine 
struck it. 
The buggy and three of 


its occupants were hurled many feet 
from the engine. 
The woman was 


unaccountably caught underneath the 
pilot, where she remained until dis- 
covered while the other victims were 
being taken from the train at Den- 
ver* 
She was horribly -mutilated. 


Pouts and the baby, aged eighteen 
months, were also killed instantly. 
Niccum was picked up alive, but un- 
conscious. Later he died in the hotel 
at Denver. 


People who were on the train and 


were first at hand after the accident 
say 
the 
engineer 
of the train 


whistled and gave the usual signals 
for crossing. Conductor O'Brien, of 
Indianapolis, was in charge of the 
train and the engineer was James 
Sturgis, of this city. Pouts lived 
near Denver and the Niccums lived 
at Flora. The horse which the un- 
fortunate people drove was entirely 
unharmed.

which he received the encouraging 
reply that his, was a laudable ambi- 
tion. 
Encouragement from such n 


source determined 
the 
ambitious 


youth to lay a solid foundation for 
his life work. 
In 1871 he graduated 


from Williams college as valedic- 
torian of his class, then studied the- 
ology for tv/o years at the Yale di- 
vinity school; next he taught Latin 
and French in 
the Boston Latin 


school: he then studied in Germany. 
At thirty years of age he was a grad- 
uate of three colleges, master of five 
languages, and had consulted over 
ten thousand volumes of history on 
the cities and countries he afterwards 
visited, described and illustrated. He 
was now equipped to gratify his la 
cherished desire to travel in foreign 
lands, and satisfy his longing- for 
that broader education which only 
personal study of other races, civili- 
zations and religions can bestow, and 
began to realize history by visitin 
the ancient shrines of art, the homes 
and sepulchres of heroes and the 
arenas of heroic deeds. 
Such study, 


research and personal experiences 
have fitted him to produce a work 
almost as enduring- as time itself; 
for nature in her mountains, lakes 
and rivers, gorges and natural won- 
ders* can never grow old. Paint- 
ings and statues, the creations of 
master brain and hand, shall never 
lose their value 
until time has 


dimmed their colors, or vandal hands 
have marred their symmetry. 
The 


homes of great men, ths palaces of 
kings and queens, the monuments, 
memorial buildings, and ruins, will 
never lose their interest. 
The names 


of such men as Gladstone. Bismarck, 
Bums, Byron or Scott will never be 
forgotten. 


An hundred years does not alter to 


any, extent the manners and customs 
of the people of such countries as far- 
off India, Japan. China. Italy or Rus- 
sia. 
In truth he has given us a li- 


brary of the-World's Treasures, and 
in thirty-six years of study, and over 
250,000 miles of travel, has found 
over 33,000 of the most beautiful, 
valuable and interesting things in 
nature, ait, architecture* history, bi- 
ography and humanity, 


Mr. Stoddard was the pioneer in 


the field of travel literature, that he 
was successful is attested by the fact 
that he has 
miny imitators; for 


twenty years he held his position as 
the foremost cf the world's lecturers;

form he still holds his place in the 
heart of the people.

The- Burghers Driven Oft After a Hot 


Skirmish—Boers Were Pur- 


sued ia Rfttreat. 


Pretoria, Sept 12*—While Colonel 


Monroe's column was returning from 
Berkley east to Dordrecht, it was at 
tacked by the Boers under Com- 
mandants Touche and Mybursrh, in 
Dolvekloof. The advance guard was 
well in the pass when a terrific fire 
was opened upon them from the 
heights above the kloof.

Intense interest was manifested by 
tho delegates in the report of the 
committe on pensions, and it was 
generally believed that the conven- 
tion would take some radical action 
bearing on that subject.

stance whatever, whether of a dan- 
gerous diameter or not, in the milk. 
And Dr. Macbeth says he proposes 
to see that the law is obeyed.

COLUMN WAS ENTRAPPED BY. A 


BOER FORCE. 


The Burg-hcrs Driven Off After a Hot 


Skirmish—Boers Were Pur- 


sued in Rfitreat. 


Pretoria, Sept. 12.—"While Colonel 


Monroe's column was returning- from 
Berkley east to Dordrecht, it was at- 
tacked by the Boers under Com- 
mandants Fouche and Mybureh, in 
Dolvekloof. The advance guard was 
well in the pass when a terrific fire 
was opened upon them from 
ihft 


heig-hts above the kloof. The Brit- 
ish were in a precarious position on 
the flat, where there was little or no 
cover, but they rapidly milimbered 
and returned a brisk fire. The fight- 
ing- continued Cor some time. 


The British had four wounded. 
It 


is reported that the Boers had four 
killed and a number were wounded. 
On the following* morning a recon- 
noitering force with big guns cleared 
Wolvokloof of Boers, who retreated in 
the direction of the Drakensburg. 
The British followed the burghers for 
a considerable distance, shellinp; them 
incessantly.
